but meeting with contrary Winds and bad Wea-

of the Rock. Aſcending a little higher, they 
heard the three Men that firſt eſcap'd to Land; 
and by 10 being aſſembled together, they, with 
joyful Hearts return'd their moſt humble Thanks 
to Divine Providence for their miraculous Deliver- 
ance from ſo imminent a Danger. 
They then ſought Shelter, to the Lhewand of 
the Iſland, from the Extremity of the Cold, Snow, 
and Rain, but found it a mere Rock, without a 
Shovelful of Earth, and deſtitute of the Growth 
of a ſingle Shrub; beſides, ſo ſmall and inconſider- 
able, as not to exceed 100 Vards in Length, and 
o in Breadth at high Water; and withal ſo crag- 
gy, as not to admit of their walking to keep them- 
ſelves warm. In this diſconſolate Condition Ty 
ſpent the firſt miſerable Night. 

At Appearance 'of Day-light the Maſter went to 
the Place of the Wreck, propoſing to find Provi- 
fions, either in the Remainder of rhe Ship, or in 
the Concavities of the Rock, but was amazed to 
ſee only a few odd Things, with ſome Plank, Tim- 
ber, and Canvas, drove on Shore, but nothing eat- 
able, except a few Fragments of Cheeſe, beaten 
into uncouth Forms by the violent Daſhing of the 

Sea againſt the Rock; this, being carefully collect- 
ed, might amount in the whole, to the Quantity 
of. three ſmall Cheeſes, and, at ſome Diſtance, By 
the broken Pieces of the Maſts and Yards, wi 
ſome torn Sails and Cordage, all intangled in the 
Cables, and reſtrain'd by the Anchors — being

Fire becoming their next neceſiary Cate, an Ag- 
count of the Wet and Cold; they ſought to pro- 


cure this Blefling by a Variety of Means, as Flint, 


Steel, and Gun-powder, and afterwards by a Drill of 
very ſwift Motion, but all the Materials in their 
Poſlefiion naturally ſuſceptible of Fire, being, an 
this Occaſion, 1 Water-ſoak d, after 8 or 
10 Days unſucceſsful Labour, they gave over the 

fruicleſs Atte „ 
The ſecond Night they ſtow'd, one upon ano- 
ther, under the Canvas, in the beſt Manner they 


could deviſe to keep each other warm, And the 4 


following Day, the Weather clearing up, and in- 
clining to Froſt, the. Maſter, ſeeing the neareſt Part 
of the Main Land, knew it to be Cape Neddock; © 
and from thence took Occaſion of encouraging his 
People with Hopes of being diſcover d by Fiſhing 
Shallops, or other Veſſels occaſionally paſſing that 
Way; altho', all the while, he was conſcious to 
himſelf, that rarely any 'Thing of this Kind hap- 
pen'd at thatunſeaſonable Time of the Year ; how- 
ever, he thought it good Policy to put the beſt 
Face on the Matter, and take this Advantage of 
their Ignorance and Credulity ; ſince he already too 
plainly obſery'd their great Dejection, and frequent 
Relapſes into an utter Diſtruſt of Divine Providence, 
As, after a Shipwreck, all Diſcipline and Com- 
mand ceaſes, and all ate reduc'd to a State of . 
quality; ſo the late Maſter perceiving ſome re- 
fuſing to give Aſſiſtance, even when. required in 
Weg d Matters, he purpoſely withdrew from the | 
Society, under Pretence of collecting Materials for 
future Uſe, in order to give them a fair Opportu- 
nity of freely electing an Head, or Chief Cem -

-mander; bur, returning one Evening, he was inform'd 
by the People, that they had inveſted him with the 
ſame full Powers of iſſuing all Orders, and puniſh- | 
ing any in Caſe of Diſobedience, as before on board | 
the Ship; and this they had enforced with the 
ſtronger Sanction, in regard to ſome Oppoſition 
made by the Mate and two others, againſt the 
Maſter's any longer. enjoying the Supreme Com- 
mand. And from this Time forward, the Maſter 
-exercis'd ſome Authority; but not till he had con- 
ſulted the Body, if in any Affair of Importance. 
It will ſcarce meet with Credit to report how 
much the Impreſſion of their Misfortunes had im- 
pair'd their Memories in ſo ſhort a Space of Time, 
ſo that they divided in Opinion concerning the 
Number of Days they had been on that unfortu- 
nate Iſland; the Conſequence whereof was, they 
kept two Chriſtmas- days that Year, and two Sun- 
days every Week, till Providence ſent the Veſſel 
for their Relief. About the 3d or 4th Day, our 
Cook, unuſed to the Hardſhips of a Sea-faring Life, 
complain'd of a violent Illneſs, which appear'd but 
too viſibly in his Countenance ; he was lodg'd with 
two or three others, the moſt infirm, and died a- 
bout Noon: They placed the Corpſe near Low- 
.xvater-mark, and the flowing Tide carried it away; 
none ſo much as hinting to reſerve it for Suſtenance ; 
tho' ſeveral afterwards confeſs d, they had Thoughts 
of appropriating it to that Uſe. They as yet re- 
tain d ſome Senſe of Humanity, being hitherto 
Strangers to the exquiſite Torture of exceſſive Hun- 
ger, they receiving the Cheeſe divided into equal 
Shares, about half a Pound a Man each Day, as 
the caſting of Lots decided; ſo that the N 
n e Who, 
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who, by working very hard, when the Weather 
permitted, exhauſted his Spirits, and render d his 
Appetite more importunate, had not the leaſt Par- 
ticle more than ſuch as gave no Manner of Aſ- 
fiſtance; however, he reap'd. one Benefit, for main- 
taining of Warmth by Action, he preſery'd a due 
Circulation of Blood, imparting a benign Influence 
to his whole Syſtem ; whereas a ſevere Froſt ſetting 
in with Extremity of Cold, ſo benum'd and diſco- 
lour'd the Hands and Feet of the Unactive, as ren- 
der'd them, in a Manner, uſeleſs, and paſt Senſe 
of Feeling, not without Danger of Mortification. 
And ſuch as had quitted the Wreck with Boots on, 

had Bliſters on their Legs to ſuch a Degree, that 
the Skin came off, with the Nails of their-Toes. 
All this ſtill aggravated the Maſter's Care, and Toil, 
who daily dreſs'd their Ulcers, and waſhing them 
in Urine, or Salt-water, bound them up in clean 
Rags, ſupplied from rwo Pieces of Linnen, amongſt 
other Things, driven on Shore; and, every Even- 
ing, they all of them wrap'd up their Legs in large 
ſwathing Bands of Oakum, - pick'd and dried for 
that Purpoſe. _ es 1 ig aemran 
Their firſt Enterprize of Moment, was the erect- 
ing of a Tent, in a triangular Form, about 8 or 
9 Foot in Diameter, cover'd with Sajls and old 
Canvas, and ſtrow'd with pick'd Oakum for Bed- 


ding; it was only capacious enough to receive them 


all, lying down fide-ways, ſo that no Man could 


turn himſelf without the general Concurrence. 


This occaſioning fome Diſputes, was referr'd to 


the Maſter's Appointment, who, uſually, once 


in two Hours perform'd it, upon publick Notice 
given. On the Top of the Tent a Staff was fir d., 
JT e a 


on which, as the Weather preſented, was hoiſted up 


& Piece of white Cloth, in the Form of a Flag, 


in view of diſcovering themſelves to any Veſſel 
that accidentally ſhould paſs that Waxy. 
The next Undertaking, was the building of a 


Boar our of Timber and Plank extracted from the 


Wreck ; having for Tools the Blade of a Cutlaſh, 
made into a Saw with their Knives, an Hammer, 
and a Caulking-Mallet : Some Nails they found in 
the Clefts of the Rock, and others they drew out 
of the Sheathing. Three Planks were laid flat for 
the Bottom, and two up each Side, fix d to Stanch- 
ings, and let into the Bottom-Timbers, with two 
Mort Pieces at each End, and one Breadth of new 
Hollands Duck round the Veſſel, to keep out the 
Spry of the Sea; they caulk'd her with Oakum, 
drawn from old Junk; and ſecur'd the Seams with 
Canvas, Pump-leather, and Sheet-lead, as far as 


the Extent of their ſmall Stock would allow; a 
ſhort Maſt was fix'd, with a ſquare Sail; ſeven 


Paddles provided for Rowing, and an eighth, long- 
er than ordinary, for Steering. All this was ac- 
compliſh'd whilſt their Carpenter, thro' a violent 
 Tndiſpoſition, was utterly incapacitated from giving 
his neeeſſary Aſſiſtance, almoſt his Advice; an- 
the reſt ſa enfeebled and diſpirited, that only the 
Maſter and two more, could engage in diſpatching 
the Work; and the Rigour of the Seaſon was ſo 
extreme, that they could rarely attend it above four 
Hours in a Day, and ſometimes do nothing at all, 
They had now been upwards of a Week with- 


out any Kind af Suſtenance, except the Cheeſe 
aboyemention'd, and the Bones of three Pieces of 


Feel, render d cable by pounding. on the Rock, 
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whoſe Fleſh: the Fiſh and Salt-water had almoſt 
intirely confum'd; when, at ſeveral Leagues Dif- 


France, they faw three Boats under fail, to their 
great Rejoicing in Hopes of Deliverance: All crepe 


out of the Tent, and hollow'd as loud as poffible, 
making every imaginable Signal, but all in vain, 
for they neither heard or diſcover'd them. Not- 
withſtanding, from hence they drew Matter of 
Encouragement; inferring, that as the Wind was 
N. E. at the Time they were caſt away, ſo Part 


Jof the Wreck being driven on the oppoſite Shore 
might diſcover their Diſtreſs, and induce theſe Veſſels 


from the 8. W. to come out in Queſt of them, 
which they might. continue to do, as oft as fair 
Weather preſented. Their earneſt Deſire of De- 
liverance gull'd them into a Belief of this agreea- 
ble Delufion ; and, tho' the Event diſcover'd its Fal- 
lacy, yet it ſerv'd, for a while, to amuſe a Deſpair, - 
that vaſtly aggravated their lamentable Condition. 

When they had almoſt finiſh'd their Boar, one 
Day at low Water, they found the Carpenter's Ax 
caſt upon the Rock by the Sea, and with it com- 
plered the Work. It was then conſulted, who 


ſhould adventure in her to get on Shore. The 


Maſter, offering to be one, was univerſally ap- 
prov'd of; as being, through Health and Strength, 
beſt able to go through all Extremities; the Mate, 
the Maſter's Brother, and four others agreed to ac- 
ompany him ; and then recommending the En- 
erprize to the Guidance of Divine Providence, 
all that were capable, afliſting with their joint 
Endeavours, hall'd their ill- made, patch'd up Boar, 


vich infinite Difficulty, to the Water-ſide: This 
vas on, or about, the 21ſt of December, being a 
i ö . 
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fine Day, and the Water ſmoother than uſual, yet 
the Surf running high, oblig'd them to wade very 
deep to launch her; and as ſoon as the Maſter 
and one more were got in, the Swell of the Sea, 
in ſpight of all their Reſiſtance, heav'd the Boat 
along Shore, and overſet her upon them, whereby 
ſhe was ſtav'd to pieces, and they narrowly eſcap'd 
Drowning ; with her were alſo loſt both Ax and 
Hammer, Inſtruments that might have been of | 
fingular Uſe to aſſiſt them in their laſt Expedient 
of building a Raft. This Diſappointment immenſe- 
ly heighten'd their Afflictions, by, intirely ruin- 
ing all future Proſpect and Projects of Deliver- 
ance; and yet that very Afternoon, they had ſignal 
Reaſon to adore the infinite Goodneſs of God, gra- 
ciouſly ordaining this Event for their Safety; for 
the Wind ſpringing up blew a Storm, and had 
they been at Sea in that paltry Reſemblance of a 
Boat, they muſt, humanly ſpeaking, have unavoid- 
ably gone to the Bottom, whilſt thoſe left behind, 
through Inability to provide for themſelves, would 
have run an extreme Riſque of ſharing in a yet 
more deplorable Farm. © 8 
And now again return'd with redoubled Impe- 
tuoſity, all the Fears and Deſpair that had been a 
while ſuſpended, during the mighty Expectations 
they had form'd from their Boat; and, in Truth, 
they were reduced to the moſt melancholick and 
miſerable Circumſtances. No Fire, and the Wea- 
ther extreme Cold; their Hands and Feet frozen 
to a Degree of Mortification ; ſeveral with large 
deep Ulcers, very offenſive to the Smell, without 
W any Plaiſter, ſave a Linnen-rag to wrap them in. 
| The ſmall Stock of Cheeſe ſpent, and nothing left 
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0 ſuppott their periſhing Bodies, except Kelp, a 

Rockweed growing under Water, and Muſcles I 
Wdifficule to get, as not to allow, at moſt, above 
hree a Day for each Man; in the mean Time; 
it became the Maſter's unavoidable Province, to 
cleanſe and dreſs their "Wounds, and procure theſe 
ſorry Viands for their Suſtenance ; ſcarce a Man 
beſides being in a Condition ſo much as to help 
S himſelf; and, to all this, add but a too well-ground- 
ed Apprehenfion of inevitably Periſhing in the next 
Spring-tide, if accompanied with high Winds, the 
Sea, at ſuch a Criſis, overflowing the Rock. This

At the Time of quitting the Wreck, Þ} 
nothing but immediate Death was in View; but 
after their Eſcape to the Rock, he grew more San- 
ovine, and ſcarce ever was without a ſecret Per- 
uaſion of Deliverance, This buoy'd up his Spi- 
its, and enabled him, amidſt ſo many Diſcourage- | 
| ments, ”" 
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ments, to provide Rockweed and Muſeles, to at- 
tend the Sick and Diſeaſed; and, in many laborious 
Inſtances, purſue the Good of every Individual. | 
But his frequent Exhortations to wait with Pa- 
tience the appointed Time of Divine Salvatlon, 
avail'd nothing, ſince he could not poſſibly aſſign 
any particular Medium of Reſcue, that 11 
might take Place in fo ſhort a Space of 

they had a Proſpect of ar their Lives in 
their preſent Indigence of all Things; and, indeed, 


when Reaſon only preſided, he was oblig dto give 
up the Point in Diſpute, and pronounc'd them ar- 


riv'd at the 57 * Degree of Calamity. 771 
In this Conflict of Afflictions, as a Fa of 
Hope to alleviate their Diſtreſs, it pleaſed God 


that the Mate ſhould ſtrike down a Sea-gull, which 
he brought with Joy; and the Maſter equally di- 
_ viding, though raw, pes ſcarce every Man a 


Mouthful, yet was gladly receiv'd, and eaten with 


great Thankfulneſs. 


And now, as the laſt Reſource of Hope, they 


began to reſolve upon compoſing a Raft, capable 


of bearing two Men; a Project all along mightily 


_ urged by a Swede, a ſtout, brave Fellow, that had 
unhappily loſt the Uſe of boch his Feet by the 
Froſt ſince he came upon the Rock; and here a- 


gain open'd a new Scene of Labour and Difficul- 
ty, to build this without Tools, and, almoſt, with- 
out Hands; however, at length, after abundance 
of Toil in clearing the Fore- yard from Junk, they

Tlie 
Maſter, deliberately weighing the Difficulties of 
the Adventure, judg'd them, rationally ſpeaking, 
unſurmountable ; conſidering that Perſons already 
ſo much reduc'd; muſt in ſo ſevere a Seaſon, fit 
up to the Waſte in Water, 10 or 12 Hours at 
leaſt, wich the utmoſt Favour of Wind, Tide and 
Weather, and therefore reſolv'd to decting/ it; but; out 
of Prudence, conceal'd his Reaſons and Reſolutions, 
till Opportunity nen to put Bis mann in 
Execution. | 
At this Time they ſaw a Sail coming out i 
Piſcataqua River, about 7 Leagues to the Weſt- 


ward, to whom they endeavour'd to manifeſt them 


ſelves by all poſſible Devices; but the Wind being 
N. W. and the Ship ſtanding to the Eaſtward, 
was preſently out of Sight, to a Renewal 5 their 
Mortificatioͤon. 2 
The next being a e Buy, anda a 161 
Breeze of Wind in the Afternoon fitting right o 
Shore, and the Raft now intirely finiſh'd, the + 
Swede, and his Companion, that deſir' d to go up- 
on the Maſter's Refuſal, were very ſollicitous to 
have the Raft launch'd, in order to purſue their 
Enterprize; the Mate, on the contrary, as ſtrenu- 
uy oppoſing it, in * to its 1 ſo late as 
two 
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two in the Afternoon; but they replying, it was 


full Moon, and light Nights, and redoubling their 
Entreaties, extorted the Maſter's Conſent. Firſt, 
then, with earneſt Prayers committing them and 
their Deſign to the Divine Bleſſing, afterwards they 
launch'd the Raft, and both of them being placed 
upon it, the Swell of the Sea going high, maugre 
all their Endeavours, overſet the Raft, as hereto- 
fore the Boat, and away went the Maſt and Sail; 
the Swede, being an excellent Swimmer, ſoon re- 
cover'd the Shoar, and little regarded it; bur the 
other, 'unſkill'd in that Art, continued a while un- 
der Water, and upon his Appearance being drag- 
ged to Land by the Maſter, was too much diſ- 
couraged to make a ſecond Eſſay. The Maſter 
then deſir' d the Swede to aſſiſt in getting the Raft 

out of the Water, in Order to wait a more fa- 

vourable Opportunity; but the Sede, perſiſting in 
his Reſolution, tho' unable to ſtand upon his Feet, 
and, as he was kneeling on the Rock, caught hold 
on the Maſter's Hand, and with much Vehemen- 
cy, beſeeching him to accompany him, ſaid, I am 
ture I muſt die; however, I have great Hopes of 
being the Means of preſerving your Life, and the 
_ reſt of the People's; if you will not go with me, I 
beg your Aſſiſtance to turn the Raft, and help 
me upon it, for J am reſolutely bent to venture, 
even tho by myſelf alone. The Maſter us'd far- 
ther Diſſuaſives, - repreſenting the Impoſſibility of

The Spring-Tide, ſo juſtly dreaded, was now, 
God be thanked, ſafely over however, one In- 
convenience followed; the Waters, not falling ſo 
low as before, depriv'd them, in a good Meaſure, 
of the Advantage of taking Muſcles, a principal 
Branch of their daily Aliment. This irkſome Em- 
ployment, others refuſing, fell to the Maſter's 
Lot, who ran a great Hazard of loſing both Hands 
and Arms by ſo frequently expoſing then in the 
cold Water, altho', when taken, his Stomach re- 
jected them, as offenſive thro' exceſſive Coldneſs, 
preferring Rockweed, of much eafier Digeſtion, 
vet, either the Quality of the Herb, or the Effects 
of Hunger, render'd the Eaters very Coſtive. At 
their firſt Arrival they ſaw, and even ſtumbled up- 
on {ſeveral Seals on the Rock; the Maſter thence 
inferring it was their nightly Harbour, took fre- 
quent Walks at Midnight in View of intercepting 
them, but they had intirely forſaken the Ifland. 
Multitudes of Sea-Fowl alſo appear'd, but obſerv- 
HY ing Men daily there, refus'd to lodge on the Rock. 
Their Neceſſities, in Regard to freſh Water, 
were indifferently well ſupplied all the Time by 
Rain, and melted Snow, lodging in the Concavi- 
ties of the higheſt Part of the Rock, though the 
Taſte was ſomething brackiſh by the Spry of the 
Sea, at Spring-tides breaking over it, tho' God, 
of bis infinite Mercy, by reſtraining the high 
Winds, prevented a total Inundation.

ter ſome Pauſe, Mr. Whitworth, a young Gentle-

m- Pery diſagreeable Inſtance. The Maſter took this 
n-Frtremely ill, and refus'd a good while to comply; 
ofſput, at laſt, their inceſſant Prayers and Tears pre- 
jedhail'd, and by cloſe of the Day, with another's 


ac-iſſiſtance, he had diſpatch'd this very nauſeous 
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and difficult Taſk: A few thin Slices, ' waſh'd in 
Salt-water, were brought into the Tent, and given 
to every\ one, with a good Quantity of Rockweed 
to ſupply the Place of Bread. The firſt Piece the 
Maſter eat, was Part of the Griſtles that compoſe 
the Breaſt, having the Fleſh ſcrap'd clean off; for 
his Stomach, as yet, abominated the loathſome 
Diet, tho' his importunate Appetite had, more 
than once, led him to ſurvey with a longing Eye 
the Extremities of his fore Fingers, and a Day or 
two before compell'd him to taſte his own Excre- 
ments.

Arriving at the 
Tent, he was perfectly affrighted at the ghaſtly Fi- 
gure of ſo many diſmal Objects, with long Beards, 
nothing but Skin and Bone; wild ſtaring Eyes, and 
Couhtenances, fierce, batbivous; unwaſhed, and in- 
fected with human Gore. After kindling a Fire, with 
much Labour, the Maſter accompanied the Man to 
his Boat, intending to go on Board with him, and 
afterwards ſend for the Reſt; one or two at a Time, 
and carry them all off that Night: both getting in, 
the Sea drove the Canoe with ſuch Foree againſt 
the Rock, as overſet her in the Water, whereby the 
Fn Maſter, ſo greatly reduced in his Strength, was a 
beg while unable to recover himſelf, and narrowly 
110 eſcap'd Drowning. The good Man, making a ſecond 
Attempt alone, recover d the Shallop with Difficutly ; 
having ſolemniy affar'd' them at parting, of com- 
ing again the next Day with better Fecommoda- 
| tions, if Weather permitted. Cal 
NO 2gain, as an Allay to cheir newly conceiv 4 
Joy, they beheld their worthy Friends in theShal- 
op, Nana away for the Shore without them; 
but the infinitely Wife and Good God, whoſe ſole 
Prerogative it is to appoint the Time, as well as 
Means, of Man's Deliverance, by fruſtrating the pre- 
ſent Appearance, effectually ſecurd the Accompliſn- 
ment of their Preſervation, for the Wind coming 
about to S. E. blew vety hard, and the Night pto- 
ving excecding Dark, the Veſſel was ſtranded in re- 
turning, and the Men wick much Hazard, eſcaped 
WH tothe Main Land; bũt had rheſe helpleſs Wretches 
been there, they muſt have periſhu in all probabi- 
:—ah Immediately vpon their af an Expreſs 
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was ſent to Portſmouth, on Piſcataqua River, and 
the good People there laid hold on the firſt fair Wea- 
ther to haſte n to their Relief. In the mean Time, tho 
they had Reaſon to believe their. Condition known, 
and therefore to expect a ſpeedy Aſſiſtance; yet their 
Fleſh being near ſpent; the next Day proving Stor- 
my, and the Uncertainty of ſuch bad Weathers 
Con tinuance, all ſery'd to revive their Griefs, and 
exerciſe their Patience ; however, the Miſery of their 
Circumſtances was much alleviated by the Advantage 
of Fire to keep them warm, and broil their Meat, from 
thence aſſuming a much more ſavoury Reliſh. 
The Fire was made in the Middle of the Tene, 
** hemm d in with Stones to prevent its Excutſion; 
their Fewel conſiſted of Ropes cur into ſhort Lengths, 


and brought up to the Tent by the Maſter. At the 


firſt making of the Fire, no Vent being contriv'd for 
the Smoke, the People were almoſt ſuffocated, ſe- 
veral Fainting away, and others grew extreme Sick; 
but an opening being made in the Top of the Tent, 
the ill Effect ceaſed. A conſtant Watch of two at 
a Time, continually attended the Fire; and were 
ftatedly relieved every two Hours, tho' fubje& to 
ſome Inequality, being reckon'd by Computation. 
The Men now urg d the Maſter, to enlarge their 
Allowance of Fleſh; and he in part comply'd, but 
not to their Satisfaction: in the Night, as he lay a- 
mongſt the People, aſleep to all Appearance, he o- 


verheard the two that had the Watch, whiſpering ; 1 


with ſomething of an earneſt Accent; and ſoon after 


perceiv'd, one ereep out of the Tent, and ere long 


returning with a Part of their ſmall Seoek; tho the 
Fleſh lay at a conſiderable Diſtance, the Rock was 
rough and uneven, and this very Fellow for ſome 
Fin" an, e — Thing was com-

3 to be done, had no other Way af, moving 
but on his Hands and Knees; as they were buſy 
in broiling their Purchaſe, the Maſter duden 
ſtarting up, ſeiz d it, and forthwith acquainting the 
whole Company, it was propoſed to inflict an ex- 
emplary Puniſhment, but as the Caſe then ſtood, ; 
they came off with a ſevere Reprimand.  _ ' 
And now when they came to ſo low an Ebb i in 
the Article of Proviſions, that the whole Remainder 
of the Fleſh was allotted for the next Repaſt; as it 
pleas'd God, the Wind abated in the Night of the 
3d of January, and early on the 4th in the Morning, 
whilſt at their Devotions, they were agreeably ſur- 
priz d at the Report of a Muſquet, and looking out, 
ſaw a Shallop near the Rock. They came to an An-

eſteem” d Friends, William Long of Old-England, and 
Jethro Purber of New-England, both Maſters of 
Ships, with three others, ſoon came on Shore, the 
Maſter ſtanding at the Waterſide to receive and wel- 
come them to that deſolate Iſland. After firſt Saluta- 
tions paſt, and learning the ſummary State of their. 
Caſe, having look-d about as far as Curiofity prompt- 
ed, they firſt took the Maſter on board of the Shallop, 
and __ being very briſk, ſtrong men, brought the 
. reſt, two or three at a time, moſt of them on their 
Backs, from the Tent. to the Canoe, tho' none of 
them were free from Vermin; and in two Hours 
Time they were all on board to their worthy Friends 
Satisfaction, and their own inexpreſſible Joy. The 
firſt Suſtenance they received, Was a Bit of Bread 
and a Dram of Rum each, and ſoon after a Meſs 
of Water-Gruel every one, prepar'd in ſufficient

In the Cloſe of the Evening they got within the 
Mouth of Piſcataqua River; and the Maſter hir'd a 
Canoe to carry Mr. Whitworth and himſelf to their 
Lodgings at Mr. Furber's with greater Expedition. By 
eight a- Clock they landed, and the Maſter being ſhew= 
ed the Houſe, ran directly in, to the terrible Affright- 
ment of the 'Gentleyromman and her Children, who 
rook the firſt Opportunity of making a fair Eſcape, 
and left all to his Diſcretion ; and he,:tho' emaciated 
to a Skeleton, yet being in perfect Health, was un- 
mercifully hungry, and therefore taking Occafion to 
rummage the Pot on the Fire, found the Contents 
to be Beef and Turnips, reſolving thereupon to ſtand 
Cook for once; before the Men that row'd them up
